The event is new to the athletes of St. 
Touis, with the exception of the Turners, 
who competed in a pentathlon at .their re- 
cent national turnfest held in Philadelphia, 
they inaugurating the event in this coun- 
try.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 1—Dr. J. N. 
MeCormack will receive $10,000 for making 
Willlam Goebel governor of Kentue ky. 
Arthur Goebel, brother of the dead gover- 
nor and his devisee under the will, has 
placed a claimi against the estate for this 
tum. 

Dr. McCormack was a boyhood chum of 
Goebel and kept the dying man alive for 
a week, during which time the legislature 
decided the contest and the oath of office 
was administered. He thereby helped his 
friend to achieve his life’s desire and saved 
the state for his political party. For this 
he wil] receive $10,000, wholly unsolicited.

‘Is it mortal?’’ almost whis- 
pered Goebel. .

Goébel became gov- 
semet. but expired soon after taking the 
oath.

Egyptians, Arabians, Per- 
sians, Moroccans and representatives of 
the thousand and one smaller races, in- 
cluding our American subject, the Sultan 
of Sulu, who follow the teachings of Mo- 
hammed, richly and gaudily attired pros- 
trated themselves before the father.of the 
faithful. 

Their felfcitations were not merely words, 
for they brought gifts worth a King's 


ransom. Unlike other sovereigns, the 8ul-| 


tn will not allow a Iist of these preszate 
to be made public. Besides gold, silver 
and many jewels, the Arabians have given 
hundreds of blooded horses. 

The diplomatic corps in behalf of the 
countries which they represent, offered fel- 
icitations, but as the Sultan sent no offi- 
clal notification of his jubilee no presents 
were bestowed. 

The ambassadors and ministers. were in- 
vited to a banquet and to a concert in 
the grounds of the royal palace. Thé fes- 
tivities will last for three days, during 
which visits to the mosque, banquets, con- 
certs and dancing parties will be prom- 
inent features. 

Abdul Hamid ts the thirty-fifth soverei 
of the reyal house of Osman and the 
twenty-ninth since the Mohammedan oc- 
cupation of Constantinople. He was born 
on May 6, 182, and ascended the throne 
in 1876. He has enjofed the longest reign 
of any Caliph since the days of Soleiman 
the Magnificent. 

The Moslems regard the present Sultan 
45S @ great man, and they point with pride 
to the achievements of his reign. He suc- 
ceeded his cousin, Murad V., who had 
been deposed on account of insanity. The 
Ottoman government seemed tottering to 
its fall, but Abdul Hamid, accordin to 
the testimory of his subjects, saved the 
holy empire by issuing a form of consti- 
tutional government which is still being 
perfected each year.

LONDON, Sept. 1.—M. Tchertkoff, has just 
received from Tolstoi the manuscript of his 
new work, “‘Tthe Slavery of Our Times.” 
This is an inquiry into the results of mod- 
ern industrialism and has engaged Tolstol's 
attention for some months. It will be trans- 
lated by Aylmer Maude and published at 25 
cents, by the Free Age Press. 

Tolstol says in his introduction that the 
book is a further and fuller expression of 
the thoughts and feelings he expressed ten 
years ago in his book, ‘‘What Must We Do 
Then?’ His conclusions are the same. but 
there are new considerations leading to 
them. The fundamentai idea of both books 
is the negation of coercion. Tolstol says: 
This negation I learned and understood 
from the Gospel, where it was expressed 
most clearly in the words, ‘Ye Have Heard 
It Said an Eve for an Eye'-—1. e., you were 


taught to use coercion against coercion, but

| The Body Was Buried by Starlight— | 


One of the Strangest Chapters in 
Recent Aristocratic History

LONDON, Aug. 20.—At last the old Duke 
of Argyle is in his grave and all England 


knows today how the Queen was snubbed 
by that worthy’s widow. 

She was a Miss MacNeill, one of the 
Queen's maids of. honor, a handsome woman 


|and strong-willed. The Queen steadfastly 
|} opposed her marriage with the late duke | 


at the patriarchal age of 71, but Miss Mac- 
Neill treated the royal will with disdain. In 
this the Queen, of course, represented the 
feelings of the Marquis of Lorne and Prin- 
cess Louise, neither of whom spoke to the 
duke’s third wife from the time she an- 
nounced her determination to marry. 

When the duke died, the Duchess Ina, as 
she is called, evidently thought that now or 
never was the time for wiping out old 
scores. 

Scarcely was the breath out of the duke's 


sisters, who had been summoned to their 
father's deathbed, left the castle post haste. 
This seemed a strange proceeding, even for 
the Campbell family, which enjoys the rep- 
utation of being one of the most disunited 
in Great Britain; but more surprises were 


in store. The marquis named an early date | 


as the probable one for the interment. But 
he had reckoned without his stepmother, to 
whom had been left the entire control of the 
funeral arrangements. 

Determined to make the most of her ad- 
Vantage the irate lady not only declined to 


arrange for the day suggested by the mar- 


uls, but absolutely refused to fix any 
day for the ceremony at all. Day after day 
the family waited at Roseneath—the Mar- 
quis of Lorne's residence on the estate—in 
the vain expectation of the invitation which 
neyer came.

It was getting past a joke. The Princess 
Louise appealed to the Queen. Next day 
down came a royal servant, the bearer of 


an authentic letter from her majesty for the 


widow of Argyle. In sympathetic terms her 
majesty requested to be informed as to the 
arrangements made for the obsequles, anda 
trusted the last wishes of the late duke 
wou!d carried out in every particular. 

This time the bereaved duchess was 


aroused from her prostration. The royal 


letter required a reply, and she felt quite 
equal to the task. 

Vith extraordinary brusqueness the aged 
Queen was reminded that the writer and 
‘no one else had been the wife of the late 
Duke of Argyle,”’ that neither instruction 
nor interference was needed as to the con- 
duct of the funeral, which would be ar- 
ranged when and how it suited her grace. 

There was seemingly nothing more to be 
said. but the Queen sent a curt command

‘MORE DISCOVERIES IN CRETE 


'Prof. Halbherr Has Found a Second 
Prehistoric Palace at Ancient 
Phaistos. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Sept. 1.—A friend now visiting 
Crete sends me the following note: 

“You know of the great discoveries in 
Crete made by Evans and Hogarth. Prof. 
Hatherr has now found a second prehistor- 


plain, on the site of ancient Phaistos. 

“The characteristic features of both are 
the same, namely, a large court, entered by 
a great double gateway; a parallel passage, 
which seemg to have been roofed, out of 
which open rows of storerooms, and the use 
of cement blocks for building. So far no 
fresco paintings have been discovered at 
Phaistos and no inscribed tablets, but the 
blocks of cement bear the same letters as 
are found on the tablets, which seem to 


have been mason's marks. 
“Both palaces have been burned..Charred 


wood, corn and olives are found in quantli- 
ties. At Phaistos have been found a num- 
ber of large earthen figures painted in red, 
which may- have been votive offerings, 
though there is nothing to prove it. One is 
an ox with a ring in his nose, but the mast 
interesting is a horse, which bears water 
jars in panniers, just as Cretans carry Wa- 
ter today. Large stone jars also which 
have been found in these palaces are the 
same in shape and size as those which Cre- 
tans still make. 

“An American lady, Miss Boyd, has un- 
earthed in another’ place a stone which 
bears marks of a game still played by Cre-

Emmerson 8S. Cooper, son of a prominent 
physician of Ironton, O., and a brother of 
Cc. O. L. Cooper, private secretary to At- 
torney-General Griggs of President Mc- 
Kinley's cabinet, after being stranded in 
St. Louis for several days, left last night 
for his home in Ironton. 

Mr. Cooper says his dilemma was the re- 
sult of his patriotism and the failure of 
the United States government to do as its 
representatives promised when he enlisted 
in the regular army. 

Mr. Cooper is 22 years old, and his man- 
ner and language would convince any one 
that he had possessed educational and so- 
cial advantages. 

After he was dismissed from the service 
with 30 others he found himself stranded in 
this city. He found his way to the Four 
Courts, where he related his experience to 
Sergt. James Dawson, who was in charge 
of the Central District Police Station. Sergt. 
Dawson felt sorry for the young man and 
invited him to become his guest. Dr. 
Cooper was telegraphed to and yesterday 
afternoon a ticket to Ironton arrived and 
the young soldier started for his home.

States government has treated us pretty 
shabbily,”’ said Cooper to the Post-Dispatch 
last night. ‘Ashland, Ky., Is just across 
the river from .my home in Ironton, 
on Aug. 14 there were 3% of us to enlist.

CONGRESS 10 DOWN 


ANARCHY. 

PARIS, Aug. &. 

Special Correspondenge of the Sunda 

Post-Dispatch. , 
HE French ministry ts now organizing 
a secret international congress to 
consult upon the best means of mill- 
tating against anarchistic enterprises. 
When questioned upon the subject by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, M. Monis, the 

jovial French minister of justice, said: 

“We propose to conspire against the an- 
archists much as the anarchists conspire 
against society. 

“The scheme is not as vet fully matured, 
but its geenral lines have been roughly 
sketched out. 

“According to the present plan our min- 
ister of foreign affairs will shortly issue to 
every civilized government in the world an 
invitation to send a high offictal. of its po- 
lice system to represent it on the anti-an- 
archist board at Paris towards the end of 
the yvear. 

“The representatives of the different 
countries will be asked to come prepared 
with a detailed ‘repressive and defensive 


erime and of the Yeeorded character and 


‘ways of the criminals.

“It Is to be expected that, from all sug- 
gestions which will be made, we will be 
able to adopt a system of international co- 
operation not only as regards the repres- 
sion of anarchy, but of every form of crime. 

“The present immunity of the criminals 
of a country when they settle in another 1s 
absurd. For example, there is no reason 
why a scoundrel who embezzled the money 
of Americans should be allowed to live tn 
peace and comfort on the fruits of his rob- 
bery, provided he succeeds in escaping to 
Canada or France. The extradition laws 
which are now in vogue ure insufficient and 
ridiculously obsolete.’ " 

M. Monis added that the French govern- 
ment before taking the initiative for inter- 
national co-operation in the punishment of 
criminals has received official assurances 
of hearty support from most Buropean na- 
tions and from the government of the Unit- 
ed States,

HE Getmah School Association and 
4% Free Community of North St. Louls 
will celebrate the fiftieth annivers- 
ary of its organization at the society hall 
at Twentieth and Dodier streets Noy. 6 and 
ll of this year. The society is one of the 
most interesting in St. Louis. What it Is 
and what it has been are told in the fol- 
lowing statement by the speaker of the so- 
clety, who is Max Hempel of 23 Rauschen- 
bach avenue, a scholarly gentieman, who 
receives a salary of $1200 a vear from this 
society and js frequently secured to lec- 
ture in other cities upon the theme tin 
which is his life’s work 
He German’ School 
1 Free Community of St. Louis, bet- 
ter known among German-Americans 
as the Free Thinkers’ Soctety, will be 560 
years old the 6th day of November af this 
year. It has been successful beyond the ex- 
pectations of the men who founded.it. Its 
accomplishments may be summed up in 
these few words: 


Association and 


It has brought together many free think- 
ers who have no affiliation with churches 
and would not otherwise have an oppor- 
tunity to meet with any considerable num- 
ber of people sharing their belief 

It has propagated free thinking, 
we believe, tode desirable beyond any 
er creed. 

It began with between 60 and SO members 
50 years ago, and now it has 250. 

The. society owns property worth more 
than $30,000 and all without encumbrance. 

It has provided a private school in which 
the children are instructed in practical 
things calculated to make up the founda- 
tion of what they shall belleve. 

It has taught men and whbmen that 
truth must be founded upon reason. 

The members of our society are not mem- 
bers of churches. They all free think- 
ers. The constitution of the society 
not set forth that no church member shall 
be a member of the society, but the incon- 
gruity of such dual affiliation is under- 
stood. 

Fully to understand the creed upon which 
the society is builded, it will be necessary 
to hear something of its origin and original 
objects. The soclety was organized in North 
St. Louis by a circle >of men who desired 
that their oniidren be instructed in the

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jerman language at school. There was no 
German course in the préblic schools of St. 
Louis at that time, and it was determined 
by those interested to organize a society 
and maintain a separate German schovl. 
The organization was brought about by F. 
A. Gottschalk, F. Kerzinger, U. F. W. 
Rentzen, Edward Eggers and Messrs. 
Kurtzeborn, Klemann, Zurstrassen, Kurl- 
baum and others. The society built a 
schoolhouse on Fourteenth street near He- 
bert. A private school was maintained 
there, and the attendance was even larger 
thar the promoters of the society had ex- 
pected. 

Within a few years after this school was 
established there began heavy secessions 
from the churches over in Germany. Free 
congregations were established through all 
the German states, and free thinkers be- 
came numerous over there. In 188 there 
was an unsuccessful political revolution in 
which many of the free thinkers were 
caught upon the losing side and hurriedly 
left their country. Great numbers of these 
came to the United States America, and 
free thinking became prevalent here. The 
free thinker of that day was much nearer 
the church than he is today, though he had 
abandoned doctrinal creed and made reason 
the foundation of belief. The North Bt. 
Louls Free Community, though not orign- 
ally a soctety founded for free thinking, 
rapidly became such, and eventually the 
progress of science made infidelity and ag- 
nosticism the natural objects of all such 
societies In this country and Europe. 


The free thinkers of our society first 
branched out from the German school by 
desiring a free church. They wanted a 
church with some church customs, but they 
wanted no doctrinal teaching. In 1851 they 
secured a gentleman to lecture before the 
society, rather filling the office of what is 
the pastor of a church. This office was des- 
ignated as that of the speaker, and the so- 
clety lecturer is still known by this term. 
I am now serving my eighth year as the 
speaker of our society. I lecture at the so- 
clety hall every second and fourth Sun- 
day. My lectures touch no creed. There is 
no God in them, no Lord, no Supreme Be- 
ing. They have to do with every branch of 
science, philosophy, history and literature. 
I never take a theme from the Bible. I 
would be criticised for so doing. We have 
music in the hall at every poere. | but {t is 
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not sacred music. 

We have a Sunday school. We call it fo 
because it is held upon Sunday; the name 
has no religious significance in the society. 
This Sunday school I hold at the hall every 
Sunday. The young people and the children 
come. I do not attempt to teach them 
things they cannot understand and can- 
not see. I teach them the practical and sim- 
ple things of nature and science. I have a 
laboratory equipment and show them of 
chemistry, of geology, astronomy, physiol- 
Ogy;: 1 teach them of electricity and his- 
tory. The object is to give them a funda- 
mental knowledge of science, believing that 
such instruction to the young will turn-the 
mind in youth to practical, reasonable 
things and lead it away from the things 
that are chimerical and which it is unrea- 
sonable to believe the human mind can un- 
derstand. If the developed mind of the 
adult cannot know anything of what is be- 
yond this life, how much more mystifying 
must it be to the child. 

As the speaker of the society I bury the 
dead. Our funeral service is simple, deals 
with nothing that is not understood. I go to 
tf home and make there a short address

HERE has just been located near this 
city what is probably the most 
unique, as it is the only § fnstitu- 


tion of the kind in the world, a junior re- 
public for colored boys between the ages 
of 9 and lf years. The republic is modeled 
tO a certain extent op the lines of the 
Henry George juntor republic at Freeville, 
N. Y., and the Washington and Baltimore 
juntor republic on the Willie Newbold farm 
aoout hali way between the cities named, 
but the constitution has been framed with 
the view of meeting the conditions of 
those boye for whose benefit the republic 
lx specially intended. 

The republic is the outgrowth of the Hart 
farm echool, which in a very short time 
has become a great institution, and is do- 
infl as fine @ work for the rising generation 
of colored boys of the national capital as 
Booker T. Washington is doing in his cele- 
brated field of labor at Tuskowee, Ala. 

The constitution of the new republic 
Guarantees to each of its citizens full 
equality with all others, such as to vote 
at every election of officers; the right to 
secure and retain employment at the rate 
of wages justified by his skill and ef- 
ficiency; to purchase all common necessi- 
ties of life at reasonable cost; to acquire 
and own personal property free from lla- 
bility of seizure and deprivation, except 
for debt or taxes; to hold a seat In the 
general assembly of citizens, to express 
his views freely concerning all prop osd laws 
for the government of the republic, and to 
vote for or against the adoption of all such 
laws; the right to worship God according 
to the dictates of his own consclence. and 
with other ‘citizens peaceably to assemble 
ani petition the government for the redress 
of grievances, and that none of those rights 
shall be abridged to any citizen except for 
violation of law. 

(reat stress is laid in the organic law 
upon the fact that {ft is the indispensable 
duty of every citizen to support for elec- 
tion to the various offices under the re- 
public only such citizens as will discharge 
all the duties of such offices in a fair, just 
and impartial manner; that every citizen 
should do all in his power to hold every 
public officer responsible for the faithful 
dischare@e of every official duty without re- 
gard to party or personal friendship for 
any one

The government of the republic is of three 
departments, legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial, The executive authority of the re- 
public is vested in a president and chief 
of police, who are electd by a majority of 
the votes of all the citizens, and police of- 
ficers to be appointed by the consent of the 
president. 

It has been already intimated that the 
Hart farm school, of which the republic is 
the outgrowth, is one of the most intcrest- 
ing institutions at or near the ywational 
capital. To substantiate the truth ‘of this, 
no bétter evidence can be offered thay that 
given by Rev. Dr. J. E. Rankin, president 
of Howard University, Washington, who in 
part sald: 

“A very original and very unique effort 
to help his race is a recent one of W. H. 
H. Hart, professor in the law department 
and teacher of agriculture of Howard Uni- 
versity. Mr. Hart came up from Alabama 
a bare-footed ragged boy, without friend 
or helper, and entered the normal depart- 
ment of Howard University. He worked 
his way through all the departments, 
graduating with honor finally in the law 
school, where he has now ‘been professor 
some 10 years or more. He is an en- 
thusiast in his devotion to his alma mater, 
to whose call he is always ready to re- 
spond, It was in his study of the subject 
of the university extension that his pres- 
ent project began to take shape. He saw 
hundreds of colored boys from 8 to 18 years 
of age in the streets of Washington. They 
were idle, unemployed, likely to become 
criminals. What could Howard University 
do fo rthem? The trustees saw no way 
in which they could reach the difficulty. 
Meantime, Mr. Hart, whose anxiety was 
urgent, laid the subjeét before the board 
of childrens’, guardians, especially before 
the superintendent of charities of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, offering his. farm and 
his services to them, as they had been of- 
fered to the university. Here he was suc- 
cessful.” 

Farm Is on 
Maryland Shore. 

Mr. llart’s farm is down on the Mary- 
land shore of the Potomac, some twelve 
miles below Washington City.” Side by 
side with the farm is one owned by Hon. 
William M. Evarts, to whom Mr. Hart was 
three years private secretary. Of this sec- 
ond farm, making in all a tract of land ex- 
tending a mile up and down the river and 
a mile and a half into the state of Mary- 
land, Mr. Hart secured from Mr. FEvarts 
& gratuitous grant so long as used for the 
purpose then contemplated. There were 
but two dwellings on the place; one which 
had been used by,.the farmer, and the 
other an elegant cabin used by Mr. Evarts 
and household for summer outings. In 
this later the school was opened in 1097. Mr. 
liart has solicited money enough since to 
erect a wooden structure two stories high, 
which is used for school room and siee): 
ing room.

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in which the good of the life that has ended 
is commended. We measure a man’s worth 
by what he does for his people and his fel- 
low-man. His goodness, his kindnesses, his 
purities and his charities make up the sum 
of that for which we honor him when he is 
dead.

Among other things in which I am un- 
like a minister or pastor fs this: I do not 
marry people. As a free thinker I believe 
that matrimonial ceremonies are wholly 
within the province of the state and that 
none but the state’s officers have the right 
to perform them. The justice of the peace 
should no more share his work with the 
minister than the minister should share his 
with the justice of the peace. 

These free thinkers’ societies were estab- 
lished in almost every city in the United 
States at the time our own Was organized, 
but the greater number of them have long 
ago ceased to exist. Our own Is exceptional 
in that it grows in strength. The member- 
ship of 250 which we have at this time is 
above the figures of any previous period in 
.the society's history. The societ¥Y members 
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from all parts of the city, though the 

most of them are North St. Louis people. 
They are representative, the rich man tak- 
ing his place beside the poor man and each 
enjoying the fellowship of the other. We 
promote fellowship and happiness with ev- 
ery opportunity, and the concerts and sacial 
gatherings we have at the hall are not ex- 
clusively for the members of the society. 
They bring their friends, for there is no 
exclusiveness about the society and noth- 
ing that cannot properly be done in the 
presence of strangers. The secret society 
has no standing among free thinkers. 

Our society president at this time Is Au- 
gust Hoffman, who has several times been 
honored with the office and the last three 
years has been given the presidency 
through successive terms. Mr. Hoffman is 
the vice-president of the Northwestern Sav- 
ings Bank at Fourteenth and North Mar- 
ket streets, and is a member of the City 
Council, His father, George Hoffman, was 
one of the early members of the society and 
served as its secretary through its hard- 
est days, which came when the young so- 
clety maintained its own school. It is now 
in good financial circumstances.

The old property on Fourteenth street 
was sold in 1867 and a new piece of ground 


at Twentieth and Dodier streets was pur-., 


chased. An addition was built to this fn 1589, 
giving us the large hall and school bulld- 
ing we are occupying. In 1872 the BSt. Louis 
Board of Education made German one of 
the studies in the course at the public 
schools, and the society, considering that 
what it desired was being accomplished in 
the city schools, dete ‘rmined to abandon its 
school and offer the building free to the 
board of education. This was done, and 
eight rooms of the society building were 
used as a public school until German was 
again dropped from the curriculum of the 
city schools. 

The society then established a German 
school at its hall for every Saturday morn- 
ing. I superintend this myself. 1 had 300 
pupils last year, teaching them German, 
and German only, from 9 until 12 o'clock 
Saturday mornings. Children of members of 
the society are instructed free; others pay 
2% cents a month. I have eight assistants 
in the German school. During the other five 
days of the week the eight rooms of the 
hall are used as a public school, for which 
the society receives an annual rental of 
$1000. In addition to this the society has 
revenue from the: membership fee of $1 at 
initiation and $4 per annum thereafter and 
$550 in rentals from a piece of property at 
Second and Convent streets. This property 
is occupled by the Fairbank Soap Co., and 
was a bequest to the society in 1869 by Ga- 
brielle Andre, a Frenchman, who, though 
not a member of the society, frequently at- 
tended its. meetings and approved of its 
methods. Unfortunately, Mr. Andre had 
given a 99-year lease upon the property at 
the ($00 re rental, and, though the property 
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must continue as it is for more 
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®ould rent for more money if released, it 
than forty 


“years. 


There is always much interest in the 8o- 
clety's work, The hall is open one night 
each week. and members and their friends 
are welcome. There are various means of 
entertaining at the hall, and there is a li- 
brary there which is made up of more than 
three thousand books. I attribute the s0- 
ciety’s success to the business ability of the 
men who have managed its affairs and to 
the belief upon which the organization ts 
founded. The majority of men are, in my 
opinion, either free thinkers or wholly in- 
different. There is perhaps more indiffer- 
ence than infidelity. 

The vice-president of the society is Wil- 
liam Petersen, the secretary H. Junghans, 
the treasurer Louis Essig and the librarian 
John Kaut. There is a board of directors of 
nine members, which meets once a month. 
The golden jubilee exercises wil be held at 
the hall. On the evening of Nov. 6 there 
will be a gathering at the hall for the, 
members and their families and friends, 
with short addresses and music. A public 
celebration will follow Nov. 11, with an ad- 
dress by the speaker of the society and oth- 
ers who will be invited to participate. 

The members of our society are well sat- 
isfied with all for which their organization 
stands. It is for freedom, for reason, for 
truth and for good. We do not attempt to 
go further than the power of human intelli- 
gence to know if there is anything beyond 
the grave, but we believe that-if there is 
the man who fs true to himself and those 
about him will qualify for any future 
blessing that may reward uprightness and 
goodness in the life we are living. It seems 
to us a creed so fair that it must surely 
appeal to the reason of men. 
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RIVER STYX TO BE A \ REALITY, 


KANKAKBE, Ind., Sept. 1.

HAT has been  0Officially called 
W ‘“‘Hades’’ and the “‘abode of the 
wicked souls,’’ the Kankakee river 


swamps, are to give way to twentieth cen- 
tury progress if the courts will permit im- 
provement. 

Stark and La Porte Counties have am 
ranged to realize a dream of years and to 
construct an artificial waterway that will 
keep the snaky river from drifting all over 
the surrounding region. They have en- 
countered legal obstacles, but the attorney- 
general of the state, in the interest of its 
peace and well being has taken up the mat- 
ter and hopes to overcome the difficulty. 

It was away back In 1835 that the region 
of the Kankakee received the name that has 
clung to it ever since. Jeremiah Smith; 
official surveyor, was sent from Washing- 
ton to explore the Kankakee section. His 
official report, still among the records of 
the state, said: : 

‘That the River Styx ts a fabled stream, 
and that it never existed except in the brain 
of the ancient poets and priests, is a propo- 
sition which I am now — prepared to 
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deny and disprove. The Kankakee, as it, 
slops over Indiana and Illinois, is the 
ancient Acheron, and English Lake is the 
Stygian pool, at the head of which still re- 
main indisputable evidence of Charon’'s ex- 
istence, of the identical spot where he land- 
ed his boat and took on board the souls of 
the departed, and last, but not least, the 
very paddle of the old gentleman Is still in 
existence. 

‘The dreary region from the head of Mar- 
cum's Creek to the head of English Lake 
is the place where so many souls have wan- 
dered a hundred years. The ‘Door’ prairie 


-and the smaller ones about it are the re-' 


mains, I take it, of the Elysian Fields... 
What has become of Its ancient inhabitants 
and why the order of things has been 
changed, neither the present natives along 
the Kankakee nor the occupants of the 
‘Door’ prairie could tell me. 

“To have a correct idea of the towne 
one should study the ancient poets. KEvery- 
thing they say of the nether regions and the 


abode of wicked souls should be applied 


to it.”’

ble representatives on his farm. Tho pu- 
pils are supegtntended by Robert J. vats, 
a graduate of Hampton institute, who has 
four or more assistants. Among the pupils 
is a Corean, also a Porto Rican, who fol- 
lowed the United States troops home from 
that island to Cleveland, O., and there met 
President Rankin. There are now 42 boys 
on the farm. All of them are happy, 
healthy, and well and. easily governed. 
Indeed, the personality of Mr. Hart seems 
to act as a restraining influence. To rhow 
this, last Christmas Mr. Hart gave them 
a holiday to be spent in Washington, the 
understanding being that they should re- 
port at the steamboat dock at a given 
hour. At the time specified all were there. 

For $185 per year, which is appropriated 
by Congress, Mr.-llart boards and clothes 
them and gives them instructions in agri- 
culture, blacksmithing, and wheelwright- 
ing. This is less than it costs to care 
for the inmates of the reform school. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars are con-

While every effort Is made to yield the 
influence and cultivate the appreciation of 
genuine home life, there is a strict routine 
laid down for each other, and only sick- 
ness prevents its being carried out. At 5 
a..m. the boys are up and each dresses, 
washes and turns his bed for altring. A 
specified number of them, those best adapt- 
ed to it, then assist in getting breakfast, 
which is ready by 6 o'clock.

Columbia. Prof. Hart has given his lands, 
his buildings, his farming implements, all 
of his equipments, best of all, his 
talents and his admirable discipline free, 
The amount allowed for each bey is too 
small. It is not enough. Prof. Hart must 
and does meet the difference out offhis own 
pocket. The land is there—700 acrest—and on 
its generous proportions 1000 boys coyld be 
trained as easily as WW. 

Improvements and factlities are needed. 
The work is a gigantic one. Congress will 
give food and raiment, but no more, be- 
cause the District of Columbla is no longer 


an agricultural area, and the site of the 
school is necessarily outelde-of the District 
limits.

The Nyniphaia Frank Trelease is a beau- 
tiful lily produced by hybridizing the Nym- 
phaia Columbiana and Nymphaia Devon- 
fensis, both of which are in the Victoria 
lily pond. The flower of the Nymphala 
Frank Trelease is deep carmine in color 
and very fragrant. The leaves are a deep 
purple and delicately veined. This lily re- 
sembles the Nymphaia O’Marnax, but is 
richer in color. The Indian lily Kuryale is 
in the same pond. Its seeds make flour and 
are baked and eaten by the peopie of In- 
dia. The Hindoos believe these seeds 
possess medicinal qualities, and the Chinese 
raise these lilies to a considerable exjent 
for the seeds. . 


Just north of the liy pond the Australian 
gum tree, or Eucalyptus, is the chief pliant 
of an interesting group. The name gum 
tree comes from a gum that exudes from 
the trunk of the tree. The wood of the gum 
tree is exceptionally tough, and it is used 
the world over in the manufacture of 
wooden tool handles and implements re- 
quiring great durability. The resinous juice 
of the gum tree has astringent properties 
and is used by the Australian bushmen to 
stop the flow of blood from wounds. One of
